In the event of 
I favorable conditions there will be a 
decidedly increase in the quantities 
produced during the current year,

Timeliness of tapping and har- 
j vesting has much to do with the 
quality and quantity of the yield of 
sap. The sugar water is pit sent in 
the trees only during the winter and 
| early spring and the best flavored 
and sweeter sap is usually obtained 
early in the season. Ideal days for 
heavy >ap flow occur when the tem ­ 
perature dr >ps below' freezing dur- 
i ing the night and rises twenty to 
■ thirty degrees in the daytime. 
The several species of maple that 
are native to Pennsxlvania will yield 
sap which can be converted into 
maple syrup or s igar but generally 
I hard or sugar maple is the best pro­ 
ducer 
Experiments show that on 
an average soft maple will only pro- 
I duce two-thirds as much sap and 
; this sap contains only two-thirds 
: as much sugar as the sap from hard 
maple trees. Maple sugar sap on the 
I average contains about three per 
ce it sugar but many trees have a 
content as low as one per cent and 
some as high as ten per cent.

miners. Friday the 13rh is just an­ 
other work day—and a hazardous 
one at that. 
Early this morning, this .supersti­ 
tion-defying crew slid quietly thru 
a safety door to lock themselves in 
•he Montour No. 
10 
mine 
shaft 
which, is filled with deadly gases. 
They were fully equipped with oxy­ 
gen* helmets. 
The miners plan to 
remain until they are absolutely 
certain that a mine tire there is ex­ 
tinguished. 
R 
H. Nicholas, chief safety in­ 
spector of the coal company, said 
the fire, discovered two months ago. 
was caused by an electrical short 
circuit, started m a mine car loaded 
with coal. 
Mining engineers have disclosed | 
that great quantities of m ethane; 
and carbon monoxide gases have 
accumulated in the sealed-off area 
since the blaze began. 
In preparation for their entry, fhe 
crew first constructed a safety door 
outside 
the 
first seal 
Equipped 
with breathing apparatus, they en­ 
tered this lock, then broke the scal­ 
ed entrance to the gas-filled in­ 
terior.
